ARE REPORTED 
MASSACRED 


Bolsheviki and Ukrainian Forces 
Take Part in Orgy of Blood 
at Pinsk 


WARSAW, Dec, 26.— The Polish 
government has established a thin 
military frontier against the advancing 
Bolsheviki forces. The line extends 
from Lapy in the north s@uthward to 
Litry and beyond Lemberg. The 
Polish forces have occupied the rail- 
way stations and the main railway line 
on the borders of territories held by 
them. Thousands of refugees con- 
tinue to arrive in Poland from Moscow 
and other points in Central Russia 
and the Ukraine. It is reported that 
the Germans are preparing to hand 
over Vilna to the Bolsheviki. 

The Polish government has received 
reports that a thousand 
been massacred at Pinsk hy Bolshevi 
and Ukrainian forces, who are advanc- 
ing from Pinsk toward Brest-Litovak 
where the Germans are preparing to 
abandon.

FRANCE FAVORS 
PUBLICITY FOR 
CONFERENCE 


Intervention in Russia Will 
Be of Defensive Char- 
acter 


M. PICHON SPEAKS OUT

PARIS, Dec, 29.—(By Associated 
Press)—The storm which has been 
threatening in the French chamber 
for the past four days broke this even- 
ing, when Stephen Pinchon, minister 
of foreign affairs, amid violent tnter- 
ruptions by the Socialists and counter 
demands by the government support- 
ers, outlined France's peace terms. 

He declared that France is abso- 
lutely in agreement that full publicity 
be given to the proceedings of the 
peace conference. He announced that 
intervention in Russia was inevitable, 
but that it would be of a defensive 
character so far as French troops are 
concerned, and that if offensive ope- 
rations were undertaken it must be by 
Russian troops. 

It has been evident for the past 
week that the opponents of Premier 
Clemenceau were determined to ob- 
struct in every possible way the budg- 
et of 10,500,000,000 francs for the 
first three months of 1919 unless the 
government stated its peace terms 
either through Premier Clemenceau 
or M. Pichon. But it was not ex- 
pected that the government would do 
so before Monday. 

M. Franklin Bouillon, of the com- 
mittee of foreign affairs, brought mat- 
ters to a head, however, by a violent 
attack on M. Pinchon and the gov- 
ernment's foreign policy. 

Pichon Speaks Out 

Since Thursday the government 
bench had sat in obdurate silence, re- 
fusing to reply to any questions; but 
when M. Pichon ascended the tribune 
this evening he was ready to answer. 
He declared: 

First—That the government was in 
accord that the utmost publicity 
should be given to the peace confer- 
ence, thus replying to the interpella- 
tion of the Socialist deputy, Cachin, 
of last Friday, when he asked Premier 
Clemenceau to state. whether secret 
diplomacy wourd be abandoned in the 
peace conference and the discussion 
given out publicly. 

Second—That the French govern- 
ment has adopted the principles of a 
league of nations and is now busy 
working towards its effective resolu- 
tion, thus replying to the interpella- 
tion of the Socialist, M. Bracke. 

Third—-That the government does 
not desire any annexation, but desires 
the right to fix the Alsace-Lorraine 
frontiers, to guard against future at- 
tacks, thus replying to M. Franklin- 
Boullon. 

Fourth—That the government does 
not think that the question of diplo- 
matic representation of the Vatican 
arises at the present moment, 

Fifth—That intervention in Russia

Under the new 1918 Workmen's 
Compensation act, which comes into 
force January 1, 1919, al! employers 
of labor are required to fill out cer- 
tain schedules giving the names of 
their employees, thelr occupations 
and the amount of money they receive 
for their services. As regards those 
covered by the act, a certala asfess 
ment is made against the employer 
and In the event of an acci lent resu.t- 
ing in death or incapacity, the ane 
ount paid the persons injured, :n case 
of death, or their dependents, is paid 
out of the fund of such assessmieni. 

The city utilities cogne within che 
scope of the agt and th3 city has con- 
sequently recei¥ved certain forms whieh 
will necessarily be filled oat in the 
near future, giving the namos, occupa. 
tions and salaries of their employees, 
who come within the purview of the 
act. The city will shortly be notifted
